Message  From  Pres.  Merrigan 

Each  of  you  is  aware  that  the  college  is  rapidly  expanding, 
in  number  of  students,  number  of  faculty  members,  and  num¬ 
ber  of  buildings.  The  construction  of  new  dorms  is  progressing 
rapidly.  Plans  to  meet  future  increases  are  being  discussed 
by  the  administration.  Yet  with  this  growth  have  come  many 
new  problems.  Perhaps  one  of  the  more  serious  of  these  is 
the  weakness  of  representation  from  the  student  body  in  the 
student  government. 

In  order  to  overcome  this  difficulty,  I  have  appointed  an 
advisory  cabinet  composed  of  three  independents  and  one 
Greek  to  work  with  me  in  finding  problems  facing  students  in 
any  area  of  compus  life;  bringing  them  to  the  attention  of  the 
Student  Senate  and  the  faculty;  and  seeking  a  solution.  The 
members  of  the  cabinet  are  Jim  Meadows,  Richard  T.  Smith, 
Tom  Whitney,  and  Don  LeMasters. 

Working  in  conjunction  with  the  Senate,  faculty,  and  Union 
Board,  the  advisory  cabinet  has  made  several  important  con¬ 
tributions  to  the  welfare  of  the  students.  The  new  code  of  motor 
vehicle  regulations,  drawn  up  by  the  cabinet,  was  put  into 
effect  this  year.  Problems  relating  to  changes  in  the  initiation 
of  freshmen  were  discussed  by  the  cabinet.  The  cabinet'  has 
been  and  is  presently  working  toward  solving  the  phone  dilem¬ 
ma  in  the  women’s  dormitories.  They  are  now  conferring  with 
the  telephone  company  about  possible  solutions.  The  cabinet 
hopes  that  in  the  near  future  a  central  switchboard  for  the 
campus  will  be  installed. 

The  representatives  of  the  Student  Government  Association, 
the  advisory  cabinet,  and  I  will  be  happy  to  hear  from  any 
student  about  problems  that  should  come  before  the  student 
administration.  We  will  do  all  in  our  power  to  promote  the 
interests  of  the  individual  student  and  to  provide  this  college 
with  progressive  leadership.
